Nlnletorial Dignity. 
The office of milliliter ot the 
Gospel ia one of grave responsi- 
bility sod we cumin! place too 
much AMI on Hi*- importance 
of keeping it sacred and untar- 
nished. The man who tills this 
office has not only his own char 
Hft it and reputation at stake, but 
ho measurably holds in his keep 
ing the reputation of those he 
miniature unto. If dUgrsce falls 
upon the minister the whole con- 
gregation mi flora, and if he ie ft 
iniii i«ter of note ami Itia influence 
is extended over many cnugre 
tuitions or over tin* whole church 
these will all be made to suffer, 
for i he disgrace will be as exten - 
eive as the influence has been. 
Not only ia the evil influence ex- 
tended to the communicants ol 
his church but also the world at 
large. Christianity itself is made 
to suffer uud in proportion as 
Christianity is injured iu itts in- 
tlueuce i in- world is made to suf- 
fer. 

The minister should be a lead- 
er of tlmught, and an eiample of 
decorum. It will not do for him 
to be influenced by his surround- 
ings, to engage iu silly conversa- 
tion or in undiguitied behavior. 
His intl'ience should be such as 
to compel his associates to forego 
the unbecoming speech, or the 
indecctoup habit. A minister 
inuat roali/.e that he is an em- 
bassador of Christ, and anything 
that he may do that is not emi- 
nently Christian, reflects upon 
Christ mid his holy religion, lie 
speaks tor Christ and acts tor 
Christ, ami his speech and ac 
lions should therefore be Christ - 
like, iu all their befthngs. It is 
eminently proper for him when 
he is about to utter an indecor- 
ous speech or engage in anything 
of ft questionable character, to 
ask him-' it the (juestiou, Would 
Christ, my Master, do this, — 
speak these words and engage in 
these performances, it he were 
here ? If it occurs to him that 
the soul- loving, grave, and dig- 
nified Jesus would never have 
spokcu such words, or engaged 
in such actions, it should be no 
question iu the minister's mind 
as to ins duty. 

A minister is, in one sense, the 
head of the church Or congrega- 
tion unto which be ministers. 
He is the heftd inasmuch that the 
congregation look upon him as 
their teacher and guide. He is 
to point the way to Christ, the 
great Head, and be, therefore, 
must be ft representative charac- 
ter — ft rtp resent at ive Christian 
that cau command the respect of 
his congregation by hi* seal and 
devotion lor the cause of Christ, 
and his lit* and character «a ft 
Christian. 

Yt ministers of Christ, preach- 
•rt «f his glorious gospel, upon 
your instrumentality depends 


the salvation of the world from 
him. You are chosen Teasels of 
God through Christ, through 
you His words shall be speKeu 
into the ears of those dead in 
siu, and dying. Through' >ou 
the weary are to receive rest, 
the weak are to be strengthened, 
the mourners are to he comfort 
ed. Are yon certain that all who 
come in contact v. ith yon are im- 
pressed with the thought by your 
deportment, that you are indeed 
a minister ot Christ t thftt you 
have Christ dulling in you and 
thftt you are ft worthy embassa- 
dor ol Jesus ot Nazareth, the 
meek, the humble, the soul low 
ing. the sympathizing, the long 
suite ring, the pure ami spotless 
Jesus ? Ask this question olten, 
answer it for yourself and shape 
your life accordingly, lie me ru- 
ber that all eyes are upon you 
and expect to see iu you a min- 
ister walking worthy of hie vo- 
cation and calliiig. 

The Annual Meeting Power In 
Denmark. 

The cirou instances of the ex- 
pulsion ot Mies Noel, (we are 
nut certain as to the name,) by the 
Danish Mission church ot the 
Herman Baptists, brings to our 
ni'nd a conversation wo had with 
the young sister on our way to 
the Arnold's Grove Annual 
Meeting. She was then on her 
way trom Huntingdon to Mt. 
Morris. The writer learned 
trom her conversation that she 
was beir.g educated without 
charge, and the authorities at 
Huntingdon having done their 
share ol the work she was sent 
to Mt. Morris in order to have 
that school do their part also. 

Iteing nuch interested in the 
Danish Mission at that time, we 
questioned her in regard to Bro. 
Hope's work iu Denmark, and 
received a very intelligent and 
reasonable explanation of the 
character and prospects of that 
M iasion. She started ont by 
saying that the Mission would 
always be depeudent upon this 
country for snppoit. Her rea- 
sons for her opinion were these : 
There are three classes iu Den- 
mark: 

1st. The nobility, or members 
aud attaches of the royal family. 
2nd. The respectable middle 
or second class. 

3rd, The poor and lower 
clans. 

The two last classes are more 
distinctly defiued in European 
countries than they are in this 
country. Tne nobility and mid 
ble classes have all the wealth 
and, owing to their peculiar sys- 
tem of government, tbey will al- 
ways li"l'l it. The lower class 
are very poor, and having uo op- 
portunity to rise they will al- 
ways remain poor. The peculi- 
arity of dress enforced upon the 
members by the rulings ot annu- 
al meeting, will prevent any but 
the lower class trom ever accept- 
ing the doctrine in Denmark, 
hence it must necessarily be con- 
fined to that class and must look 
to America tor support. 

This we believe was a truthful 
explanation ot the situation aud 
affords food for reflection, now 
since this same sister, after hav- 
ing become educated in this coun- 
try and having departed from 
the right ways of Annual Moat- 
ing rulings in imitation of many 
ol her sisters in this country, she 
was unceremoniously expelled 
for wearing a hat and classed 
along with the half dozen others 
wbo ware expelled for viol ations 
ot the Gospel. We believ« that it 


the Brethren part of the German 
Baptist church, alone, were 
taught in Denmark, the middle 
classes would readily accept it, 
and the cause there would soon 
become sell supporting 

It is a laut, also, that most of 
the accession reported through 
the German HapiHt papers in 
this country are reported trom 
congregations where the Breth- 
ren part of the doctrine is preach- 
ed and the Annual Meeting part 
is ignored

A Slater Talks About Being Ex- 
pelled. 

The following is a portion of a 
private letter sent to ue : 

Davtok.O., Fbb. 1, 1885. 
Dear Sister in Cliritt .- 

The Germau Baptists have 
expelled three of us from their 
church ; it took just five church 
meetings to do it, and it ia done. 
We are no longer German Bap- 
tists. I attended one of their 
church meetings. The last one 
was held at Zimmermanville. 
After tbe meeting, on the follow- 
ing Saturday, I went to market 
and saw G. 11 I asked him 
when the next church meeting 
would be. He said they would 
stop for awhile now, and that 
some of the church would come 
around and give ne a report of 
the meeting. He was ashamed 
to tell me that they had expelled 
us, and finally, the third week, 
two of them got courage enough 
to come and tell us. I asked 
them what they expelled us for. 
They said they did not know. 
We told them that we knew : it 
was all tor the old church prop 
erty. 

Uow the Dayton sisters could 
vote to expel me, I am unable m 
know. May God be more mer- 
ciful to them than they have 
been to me, is my prayer. 

When the two German Bap- 
tists left us, they said, good-by 
brother and sister. You see 
they are not true to their own 
church. I aud to them, you 
have made ns heathens and pub 
I leans, you surely wo aid not 
want to shake hands with u« ; so 
we parted. 

Tbe next Saturday morning, 
I went to market to see G. H. 
I said to him, we have a report 
ot the meeting; the sentence is 
passed and we are expelled. He 
laughed in my face. I said to 
him, th«ujit took a great deal of 
preaching and a great deal of 
Scripture to get a person in the 
Church, but it does not take any 
to get people out, according to 
their way of ruling, 1 than said 


to him, you have now given me 
over into tbe hands of Satan and 
the world, and if my soul is lost, 
at whose bands will my blood be 
required? I reached out my 
hand aa if to bid bim good-by, 
and when- he touched it I quickly 
withdrew it and said, .do not pol- 
lute your holy bands by touching 
a heathen aud publican. 

Dear Mister, i cannot find any 
Scripture tor such unholy work 
as this. 

When they visited me, they 
asked whether I was willing to 
receive counsel and give counsel ? 
1 told them that I was willing 
to receive co ousel, but did not 
know whether I was competent 
to give it." But tbey used their 
expelling machine upon me any 
way. 

Dear Sister, I am glnd thftt t 
can suffer for the truth aa it ia 
iu Christ Jeans. 

I am sorry to think that the 
church I once loved so much and 
thou ht to be so pure, and holy, 
a n J good, has come to this. If 
God did not show more mercy 
than the German BaptiBt church, 
what would become of the peo- 
ple? They did uot know that 
while they were expelling me, 
that they were driving me 
nearer my Savior,' nearer the 
croon. I can now have a home 
in a church that gives the privi- 
lege of living out the commands 
of our Savior, without the addi- 
tion of man-made laws, or 
Annual Meeting. I thank my 
God to-day that I can worship 
bim according to his own word. 
His law is a perfect law, and ia 
enough tor me. 

Dear Sister | You may be 
thankful that you are out of 
reach of the German Baptists ;
